early in February, and both adrninistration and anti-administration 
observers say he is peeved because of his loss of business and politi- 
cal influencé at the hospital. 
Two other Legislaters have been doing business with the hos- 
pital—Sen. James Dykes, of Cochran, a loyal Talmadge supporter, 
and Sen. Walter Williams, Jr., of Milledgeville, an anti- ‘Talmadge

Harris, who long has taken a political ‘in- 
terest in Milledgeville and in 1945 planned to pledge improvement - 
of the’ hospital as a gubernatorial platform plank, moved to im; 
prove his 1950 gubernatorial prospects when he stepped into the 
Milledgeville row. He publicly criticized Talmadge and denounced 
Jack Forrester, who was State Welfare Director. Talmadge’s friends 
say the Governor, who backed Forrester, was chagrined over Harris’ 
move. 

Harris knew the doctors were planning to walk out two weeks 
before the walk occurred, according, to Forrester. Forrester, who 
received a call from Harris, suspected the potential gubernatorial 


candidate of advising the doctors on the ultimatum. Harris wired 
Talmadge to get rid of Forrester. 

When Forrester quit because of his inability to get new doc- 
tors, he declared his plans for improving. the hospital had been 
opposed by “certain selfish politicians who desired to run the in- 
stitution.” Asked if he meant Kidd and Harris, he replied: “You 
can draw your own conclusions.” 

A local political fight has been going on in Milledgeville for 
years for control of the business and patronage of the big hospital 
and the votes of its hundreds of employees. | 

Sen. Williams, an opponent of both Talmadge and Kidd, is head- 
ing a Senate committee investigating the hospital at present. Wil- 
liams, who has interests in four business firms in Milledgeville, 
sold goods to the hospital before the Talmadge administration, and, 
through the competitive-bid system at the State Purchasing Office, 
still is selling to the hospital. 

Political observers are watching with interest to see whether 
Williams’ anti-Talmadge committee will return a verdict favoring

Talmadge’s former Welfare Director, Forrester, or Williams’ local 
opponent, Kidd. 

‘The Farm Superintendent at the hospital is Roland Lawrence, 
former Tattnall warden, and not in league with Kidd, who plays 
an important role in local politics and the hospital. L. K. Stevens, 
Milledgeville garage owner and member of Gov. Talmadge’s staff, 
is credited with being a power in hospital politics. 

Changes in the hospital setup had their effect upon Kidd’s sales 

to the hgspital. Records in the State Purchasing Agent’s office show 
the Kidd and Wooten wholesale house had a steady sales of prod- 
ets. to the hospital tast year. This ceased in December. It was 
med in February. Then it ceased again. 
Herman Hendricks, who was named Business Manager at the 
hospital last Fall by L. C. Groves, State Welfare Director at that 
time, was fired by Forrester early this year. Kidd has done little 
business with the hospital since then. 

Politically influential, Kidd agreed to Dr. Sam Anderson’s re 
placing Dr. Y. H. Yarbrough as hospital Superintendent, and this

BOSSIER CITY, La—(UP)— 
Deputy Sheriff Steve Norris said 
last night he was holding two 
hitchhiking Colorado University 
students for questionng about the 
slayng of Ray G. Spore on the 
University campus last week. 
Norris said authorities in Boul- 
der, Colo., asked him to take pic- 
tures of the hitchhiking so a coed 
who was with Spore when he was 
attacked could look at them. 

The co-ed, Doris Ann Weaver, 
18, said the man who killed Spore 
was tall and slim and between 20 
and 30. She said he hit her first 
on the head and then attacked 
Spore. His body was found in a 
creek last Friday with 29 gashes 
in his head. , 
Norris declined to identify the 
students he was holding. He said 
they are 20 years old, of German 
extraction and were hitchhiking 
to New Orleans. They were being 
held in the Bossier City Jail. One 
is from New York. They left 
Boulder last Saturday, he said. 
Spore and Miss Weaver were 
sitting by the bank of a stream 
when they were attacked.

A Macon Telegraph story charged 
Anderson was fired because he 
wouldn’t buy from Kidd. Kidd de- 
nied this and ordered a legislative 
hearing—which he dire¢cted—and 
the legislative group cleared Kidd 

' ® of any unusual dealings. Purchas- 
ing Agent’s records show Kidd sold 
nothing to the hospital during the 
period Anderson was Superintend- 
ent. Upon Kidd’s recommenda- 
tions, Dr. T.-G. Peacock was 
named Superintendent. 

The first week of February saw 
Kidd resume his selling to the 
hospital with a $4,175 order for 
clothing—handled through the 
Purchasing Agent’s Office on a 
competitive pid basis. Since then, 
the hospital business administra- 
tion has changed, and Kidd has of- 
fered bids for only a few product 
sales. Some of these bids have 
been unsuccessful. 

There were varying reports as 
to. how much work the doctors 
were doing befere Thomas Dech- 
man, former Federal. Administra- 
tor, took charge. However, Dech- 
man bit off-much trouble for him- 
self when he tried to make the 
doctors punch a time clock like 
day laborers, and reportedly cen- 
sored mail at the institution. — 

Into this situation stepped Rep. 
Kidd. He conferred with the doc- 
tors sometime before they demand- 
ed the scalps of Forrester and 
Dechman. : 

When the crisis occurred, Sen. 
James Dykes rushed to Milledge- 

ville to investigate conditions for 
himself—since he is not a member 
of Sen. Williams’ committee. 
Dykes has been selling livestock 
to the hospital. Purchases of live- 
stock and perishables are not 
handled through the State Pur- 
chasing Agent’s. Offices, but are 
bought at the hospital. Dykes was 
critical of Williams’ committee 
erd indorsed Forrester.

They are 
State Welfare Director Alan Kem- 
per and Hospital Business Man- 
ager Joe Boone. 

The doctors won their dispute 
with their irsitating business ad- 
ministrator. Dr. Peacock, a friend 
of Kidd’s, has returned as Medi- 
cal Superintendent. He had the 
cpportunity of approving Boone’s 
appointment as Business’ Manager, 
thus showing that the doctors are 
ir charge. 

‘But while the medical fued is 
over, the political repercussions 
continue.

SAIGON, Indo-China—The difference between China and Indo- 
China can be simply stated. In China, a world disaster is entering 


its final phases, in an atmosphere of decay, disillusionment and de- 


spair. But in Indo-China, a world catastrophe threatens, in an at- 
mosphere that is all light-hearted charm. 

The catastrophe that threatens here, of course, is the loss of 
the rest of Asia to the Soviet Union. Indo-China is the danger point, 
where what has happened in China may become a chain reactioh.

And also goodness gracious: They 
made.a cash deal, however, for Ann Blyth, Bob 
Cummings, Percy Kilbride and-the rest of Buck- 
ner’s actors to perform on the front lawn, so long 
as nobody did any chasing with hatchets. 


This was a grave disappointment to Pro- 
ducer Buckner, who had to rewrite his script 
in a hurry. There was one consolation. The 
grass already was green. He didn’t have to 
spray it with paint, as is usual at this time 
of year in Hollywood’s studios, and that re- 
sulted in a considerable saving. 


So he made another deal with Secretary of 
Interior Julius A. Krug’s boys to shoot the big 
chase of G. Washington under the cherry trees 
around the tidal basin.

DES MOINES, Iowa—A stray Republican observer put rather neatly the buoy- 
ant and zestful spirit of the Democratic Midwest conference that took over this 
former capital of farm-belt Republicanism for three days this week when he said,

Secretary of Agriculture Charles F. Brannan, who was the star of the show 
ing-for-everybody Brannan farm plan, reflected the happy, confident mood in his 


Own way when he spoke of “this wondrous and safely Democratic stronghold, the State of Iowa.” 
He smiled when he said it, and so did his audience of Democratic Party workers and farm and labor 


representatives from 16 Midwestern States. 

It was, indeed, one of those paradoxes that 
provokes a smile. But, after they had enjoyed 
it, Democratic Party leaders of the Midwest 
buckled down seriously with national party and 
labor leaders to organize for a repeat, if pos- 
sible, on the miracle of 1948. : 

This bold and imaginative political coup here 
based on the Brannan farm plan, and it was 
frankly .recognized as such, represented calcu- 
lated political strategy. 


That strategy is based first, on recogni- 
tion that farm States saved the Democratic 
Party and Harry Truman in last Novem- 
ber’s election by offsetting and overcoming 
the loss of big Eastern States and four 
Southern Dixiecrat States, and may provide 
the margin of victory in the next presi- 
dential election in 1952. It is based, sec- 
ondly, on the recognition that if the Truman 
program is to get through Congress in the 
remaining three and a half years of <his term 
it will take stronger majorities in Congress 
to offset defection of very conservative and 
antisocial welfare Dixiecrats who are join- 
ing Republicans in this Congress to block — 
the Truman program as they have for the 
past decade. This continuing Dixiecrat 
threat was referred to constantly at the con- 
ference here. | : 


That points directly to the congressional elec- 
tions next year. And that was the immediate 
objective of this party powwow. 

The area embraced in the 16 Midwestern 
States is about the only place where the re- 
quired additional Democratic members of House 
and Senate can be found. Democrats picked up 


five Senate seats and 39 Ho seats in this sec- 
tion last November. This is fertile territory next 
year for offensive tactics, for nine Republican 
Senate seats are at stake in the 1950 elections 
here, and only two Democratic seats. House 
seats in the region number 146. 


But, beyond the Democratic need of extra 
seats in Congress, there is also the problem of 
getting additional members who are of progres- 
sive political and economic viewpoint. For Pres- 
ident Truman’s purposes they must be in that 
tradition, and not the type of Democrats often 


elected from farm States who are progressive, : 


if not radical, on farm legislation, but very con- 
servative on issues involved in social welfare 
programs of principal interest to people in urban 
industrial centers. 


This explains the strategy at this conference 
to enlist labor in the fight for the farm belt, 
to form an alliance between farmer and worker. 
There was such a tacit alliance in the last elec- 
tion, not specifically organized but common front, 
growing from support of the Democratic Party 
by each element for its own reasons. Similarly, 
farmer and labor found themselves allied in this 
area behind Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1932 and 
the early New Deal years. But this alliance 
later broke when farmers went back to the Re- 
publican Party. 3 


Hard times in actuality,; or the fear of 
them, act to divert farmers to the Demo- 
cratic Party, and this conference here was 
very conscious of falling farm prices and 
lowered farm incomes.

NEW YORK—TI say it was a fine idea to introduce in the Coplon espionage trial in Washington 
secret FBI reports in which confidential informants expressed belief that certain Hollywood actors 
and writers and others were members of the Communist Party. This action tended to confirm infor- 


mation which for some time has been available to reporters on the treason beat. 


It is taking in a 


lot of territory to say that this or that one is a member of the Communist Party. Many persons who 
are thorough Communists are not actual members of the Party so far as non-Communists absolutely 
know. It is a secret society tighter than the Klan. But it is a strange fact that not only our Consti- 
tution but some of our courts have been used, the courts too helpfully, to protect from exposure and 


Let us put it that way. Pro-Communists. It 
‘4s no libel to say that a person is a Democrat or 
a Republican, and Felix Frankfurter, in one of 
his sidelong, slippery opinions, once held that it 
was just fair give and take in a “labor dispute” 
for pickets to call a man a Fascist who was not a 
Fascist. But even to call a pro-Communist a pro- 
Communist might be a risky service to the pub- 
lic, even though the party has a legal existence. 
The tendency, therefore, has been to cover up 
these people. Once they have been named in

individual will be done wrong this way. I be 
lieve this was so in the case of Helen ‘Hayes, 
who was named in the list in the Coplon trial, 
not as a Communist but as an actress who ap- 
peared on a Russian relief program.

I subscribe to the principle of. guilt 
by association in the cases of those who insist 
that they do not ‘believe in Communism but 
‘knowingly do associate and collaborate.

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Orchids of ‘57 Now 
| Ft. Lauderdale Mold

The orchid your fourth grader may 


' graduate about 1957 is probably a fleck of green mold today 


in_a capped bottle of Agar-Agar here in Fort Lauderdale. 
It will take about that time to get a Lalia Catelya Elissa to its 
full peak of lush perfection. 
Invited visitors to the fascinating orchid house here are im- 
pressed with one thing beyond the fragile beauty of the aloof tropi- 
cal plant that spurns collaboration with the soil and takes its suste- 
nance only from the distilled air. 
Whatever you can say about orchids, never believe they | 
are impetuous. They are as deliberate as a poolful of alli- 
gators. Their slow development is as if nature had given 
them their haughty way with the sure knowledge that they 
have no competitor in the field of blossoms. : 3 
As did so many businesses in this profit-fertile city, Lauder- 
dale’s orchid farm began as the hobby of R. H. Gore, Publisher 
of the local newspaper, owner of the Sea Ranch and Governor's 
Club Hotel and many other enterprises, who sought 2t for its 
relaxing liaison with a mysterious and undomesticated plant beauty. 

Now hundreds of blossoms are cut and shipped each week, 
many of them to Atlanta, where they live for as long as a fort- 
night in their little glass stem bottle decorating the shoulders of 


cherished women. 


Aside from Dr. Clarence Laws, of Atlanta, I know no one in our 


community that seemed so compelling to me here. 

First, the seedlets, really only a powder, spend a year in a 
bottle of thick white substance, growing the tiniest two-eared plants 
by the end of 12 months. Then, using a minute wire loop, the 

. infinitesimal growths are transferred to a pot of osmundum, to 
spend another few years outside their bottle shelter. 

; Weak ones develop and they are put into granite-filled 
pots to perk up their roots. Finally, the plant leaves length- 
ening like jack rabbit ears, the pots are taken from the moist, 
heavily humid warm glass houses and permitted to mingle 
with nature’s elements in a slat. house. 

Only here, it seems, can orchid growers finish off their plants 
in slat houses, where the wind and even rain may blow in onto 
the treasures. oo 

Even Florida’s famous hurricanes seem not to have injured the 
slat house flowers.‘ 

But then the hurricanes‘ are not as feared here as newspapers 
and radios have led us to think elsewhere. A story in the local 
paper last night warned that the hurricane season had opened at 
midnight, and Lauderdalians discusesd it with humor and famil- 
iarity. 

Houses built of concrete block, set on rock pilings after several 
real disasters in the past, do not fear the winds that rush in from 
the surly Atlantic in a tempestuous moment. There is no damage 
to them from the wind, but the penetrating rain is-apt to stain 
plaster or rugs, blowing in through cracks and crevasses in the 
window frames? 

Here they have learned the pattern of a hurricane... . 

It’s doughnut shape that blows furiously from the east for a 

few hours, then permits an “eye” of calm when the sun 

shines and residents scuttle out of doors to check the dam- 
age, before it blows back in full anger from the west. 

“It is a beautiful thing to see,” said one woman, “and I 
wouldn’t go away for anything. Those who do are missing a stir- 


ring experience.”

24 Hours Every Day

A major league baseball player is near death in Chicago today. 


He was shot by a 19-year-old bobby soxer who became infatuated 
with his ability to play first base and to hit a baseball. 


There was a line in the story of the shooting of handsome, 


29-year-old Eddie Waitkus, Philadelphia Philly star, that had I 
been a baseball player, would have started me thinking pretty hard 

; about some of the seemingly little things that happen every day 
in the baseball player’s life, not only in the big leagues, but in 
the minors as well. 


Chicago Police Sgt. Nick Reddy was quoted as saying, 
“it’s lucky for Waitkus that she failed to commit suicide or he 
may have had a lot of trouble clearing himself of the scandal.” 

Yet, Eddie did no wrong. He did nothing an ordinary, 
normal, 29-year-old single man wouldn’t have done. 


He got a note in his room at the Edgewater Beach Hotel. It 
was from a girl, also in the hotel, who said she had something of 
importance to talk over with him. 

That the young man didn’t plunge headlong into adventure is 
proven by the established fact that he called her on the telephone 
before visiting her room. It was not late at night. In fact, it 
wasn’t even midnight. He was shot, apparently, within a min- 

tute or two after arriving, so nothing went on that was even 
slightly off color. 
Yet, had the girl gone through with her plan to kill her- 
self, Waitkus would have been in a scandal. All because 
he’s a nationally known baseball figure. 


Baseball wouldn’t be baseball if the men and women 
who pay to see it didn’t have their individual idols. Once 
they select him, he can do no wrong, and generally the 
height of their ambition is to get to know him, to be seen 
dining with him, or just to talk with him for a fleeting 
moment. ‘ 


Consequently, there isn’t hardly a day passes in which there 
isn’t a fan letter, a few telephone calls or messages that would 


arouse the curiosity. 

- That baseball players accept this as part of 
Little Scandal their jobs and seldom go off the deep end to 
satisfy their followers, is emphasized in the lack of scanda] that 
the game enjoys. Perhaps no other businessman would defy temp- 
-tation so successfully. , 


- For the most part, ball players are married and many 
are fathers. To them the game is just a way to make a liv- 
ing for their wives and children, and while they naturally 
are nice to the fans at the ball park, they aren’t particularly 
interested in strange phone calls and anonymous letters. 


“« Their reasoning is twofold. For one thing, a player has to save 
-as much as he can, for baseball isn’t a lifelong job. 
And for another, the dissipating ball player doesn’t last nearly 
as long as the fellow who gets his regular rest, eats regularly and 
lays off the after-game parties. 


. Sgt. Reddy’s comment brings home, more emphatically 
than ever, just the kind of a spot a baseball player is on. 

They are, in a sense, like a public official—public property. 
. What they do, whéther they believe it*or not, influences hundreds 
‘ of teen-agers, and sometimes adults alike. That they go on the 
, field and play their best to win is not enough. They’ve got to play 
' the part off the field, too.
